LONDON, June 13—The Allies 
earried out another withdrawal 
by sea todsy—picking up hund- 
reds of Allied troops from the 
Normandy coast who had been 
cut off from the main Allied 
Armies by a German penetration. 
In an operation similar to that 
earried out in Flanders a British 
war office communique reports 
this morning that: 


“One of our divisions which was 


operating with its left on the coast 
of Normandy had its communica- 
tions cut by German forces which 
had penetrated the line further to 
the south.” 


PART SURROUNDED 

“Part of this division together 
with other Allied troops was event- 
ually surrounded by superior enemy 
forces at St. Valery. 

“Attempts to evacuate these 
troops were partially successful. The 
remainder of this division has been! 


embarked and landed again in 
France (presumably further south). 


OUT OF SUPPLIES 

British officials disclosed wil 
about 6,000 British troops and an 
unspecified number of other Allied 
soldiers had been captured by the 
Germans ir their drive to the Seine| 
river.

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One Italian to Another 


If anyone has been misled into suppos- 
ing every person of Italian blood is a 
Fascist, he should read the speech made 
by Mayor Laguardia to the representa- 
tives of Canadian municipalities at their 
convention in Ottawa. The Italian-born 
head of the largest city in the western 
hemisphere left no one in doubt as to 
where he stands on the issue of totalitar- 
janism versus democracy, nor as to his | 
opinion of the back-stabbing brigand who 
has elevated himself to dictatorial power 
in his native land. 

Since they are not permitted to ex- 
press their views it can only be conjec- 
tured that there are millions of mature 
men and women in Italy who share the 
opinions of Mayor Laguardia, but that 
conjecture is demanded by the facts of 
Italian history. Mussolini is not a logical 
product of the course of evolution in 
Italy; he is an abnormality, a creature of 
the dark ages born out of time. It would 
be against reason to suppose he repre- 
sents more than the hot-headed, propa- 
ganda-drunk youth of the country. 


A Peculiar Arrangement 


The mutual assistance agreement be- 
tween Turkey and the Allies is peculiar. 
Turkey's obligation to act is conditional, 
and hinges on the course Russia may 
take. If Russia stays out of the war 
Turkey is pledged to go in. If Russia joins 
Germany and Italy, Turkey is bound to 
stay out. 

Ankara’s pact with Britain and France | 
is secondary to its pact with Russia. The 
Allies are to get Turkish help if they have 
to fight two enemies only, but not if they 
have to fight three. Berlin and Rome will 
naturally bring all the pressure they can 
to induce in to declare war against 
the Allies, even if he does nothing more 
than declare war, since that would auto- 
matically bar Turkey from taking the 
field. 

Just what will happen in the event 
that Turkey joins the Allies and Russia 
later on joins the Nazi-Fascist combina- 
tion, no one seems to have explained. The 
point is important because this sequence 
of events may occur; there are plenty of 
precedents. Would Turkey in such cir- 
cumstances be bound to desert its com- 
and resume 
neutrality? | 

Without a clear understanding on this | 
point it is impossible to assess the true 
value of presumed Turkish adherence to 
the agreement with the Allies. As the 
understanding seems to be lacking, the 
pact with Tyrkey is more or less a con-

The inherent uncertainties of the pact 
are further emphasized by the decision of 
the Turkish government that it wil not 
join in the war just now, though fighting 
has extended to the Mediterranean area. 
Whoever negotiated the bargain on behalf 
of the Allies should expiain what it means. 


Enlightened Self-Defence 


The United States is going into the 
armament business in a big way. That 
was the substance of President Roose- | 
velt’s pronouncement at Charlottesville. 
And if the scale suggested by his language | 
is translated into schedule, it will be a 
bigger way than even Germany has suc- 
ceeded in developing. 

Two related objects were cited. One 
is to supply the Allies with weapons and 
munitions to the extent that they may re- 
quire them. The other is to build up de- 
fensive armament of the United States 
sufficient to “any emergency.” 

The energy that is to be put into the 
scheme of production, and the scope on 
which it will be designed, are hinted in 
the statement of the basic reason for 
undertaking it. Perception of the danger | 
to their institutions had come “with a |

rush and a shock to the people of the 
United States in the past few months. 
This perception of danger has come to us 
clearly and overwhelmingly; and we per- 
ceive the peril in a world-wide arena—an 
arena which may become so narrowed that 
only the Americas would retain the an- | 
cient faiths.” | 
The notion that the United States 
could remain an island of freedom in a |

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world dominated by force was “to the 
overwhelming majority of Americans to- 
day a helpless nightmare of a people with- 
out freedom; a people lodged in prison, 
hungry, and fed through the bars from 
day to day by the contemptuous, unpity- 
ing masters of other continents.” 

Hence United States syinpathies—and 
munitions—would go to “those nations 
which are giving their life-blood in com- 
bat” against the gods of force and hate. 

Enlightened self-defence is thus the 
motive and driving force by which arma- 
ment-building is to be expanded and 
speeded-up. The Allies are recognized to 
be—as they in fact are—the United States’ 
first line of defence against the drive of 
the aggressor states for world dominance. 
If they can hold until the industrial ma- 
chinery of the republic gets into its 
swing they will not longer suffer for lack 
of equipment—and equipment is the only 
thing they lack or have lacked.

Prophecies That Failed 


Tt would be foolish to deny Mr. Eden's state- 
ment that the Battle of the Ports means 
important strategic gains to Germany. It would 
be just as foolish to ase@rt that no great gaina 
accrue to the Allies as a result of it. Consider 
for a moment the effect upon Britain and France 
and Canada as well, to say nothing of the whole 
non-belligerent world, if the Northern Army 
had @bligingly done what the German High 
Command insisted for days it would have to do 
—and had surrendered, Consider the shock that 
would have resounded across the world. Com- 
pare it with the actual consequénees of the 
heroie and prol@ged resistance which is ending 
now with more than four-fiftha of the British 
Expeditionary Foree aafely back in England. 

Today, instead of the demoralizing conse- 
quences of a forced capitulation, the world re- 
sounds with a glorious exploit of French and 
British arms. Today the whole world—includ- 
ing the Nazi High Command itself—knows that 
the British and French armies, man for man, 
machine for machine, gun for gun, and plane for 
plane are superior to the armies they opposed. 

Faced by superior numbers and by a great 
preponderance of mechanical might; faced also 
by the collapse of the Belgian army and the 
sweep of the Germans around its left flank, the 
Northern Army fought back with valor, initia- 
tive and courage not matched by its opponents. 
Step by step it retreated while day after day the 
German official communiques reported that by 
every known law of war and tactics further 
retreat, to say nothing of éventual evacuation, 
was both absurd and impossible. By this we may 
judge the Nazi standards in such matters: A 
German army could not have done it. A British 
army did, aided by airmen as valorous and fight- 
ing against as great odds in the skies as the 
infantrymen did on land. The relative capacity 
of the German soldier and the British soldier 
thus receives proof from the mouths of the Nazis 
themselves. 

Such an accounting omits the credit due to 
the vast volunteer force of yachtsmen, ferrymen, 
bargemen who volunteered to help bring the 
troops back across the flame-torn Channel. 
These quiet civilians are the peace-loving older 
generation of the nation von Ribbentrop years 
ago said was soft and decadent; they had no 
fight in them; they would crumple up when 
danger neared. Such was the Nazi theory based, 
we must presume, upon what Hitler and his 
gang think will be the reaction of danger upon 
the older Germans undrilled in the fanatic creed 
of blood and race. But the text-book notions of 
the Nazi propagandists failed here as badly as 
the formulafed certainties at German head- 
quarters when it was proved by mathematical 
formulae and the law of strategy that the British 
Army would be forced to surrender. If the out- 
Side world hails the result as a triumph of 
British skill, courage and generalship, how does 
it hail the coliapse of the Nazi prophecies? And 
what do the Nazis themselves think as they see 
their prey escape the trap they had striven so 
desperately to lay? 

These are the concrete results of the Battle 
of the Ports. We have lost great quantities of 
material, and many, far too many, brave men 
besides. But the battle has proved once more 
that the men who fight for freedom, with 
democracy as their bulwark, fight with unseen 
allies on their side. Against the savage and 
brutal forces of Nazism inspired only by lust of 
conquest and drilled into inhuman shape by 
appeal to the vilest and most base instincts of 
mankind there rise the superb strength and 
quality of great imponderables. The spirit of 
freedom, the deep-seated love of peace, the 
dignity and decencies of humanity, these are the 
invisible legions that marched shoulder to 
shoulder with the British Army to the sea. They 
are worth many a corps of men to the Allied 
cause.—-Winnipeg Free Press.

BY LIGHTNING 
IN BIG STORM 


| Thunder and Vivid Flashes 


Roll Across City—Rain 
Is Deluge 


Old Mother Nature went on a 
spree Wednesday night and put 
on one of the most spectacular 
electric storms witnessed here for 
years. Lightning flashed inces- 
santly during the 15 minutes the 
storm hovered over the city and 
the shattering roar of the thunder 
had the dishes jitterbugging on 
cupboard shelves while nervous 
folk pulled the covers up over 
their heads and held their hands 
over their ears. 

The storm roiled in quickly from 
the northwest, its coming announc- 
ed by the steady flare of the heavy 
static electrical discharges and the 
low rumble of distant thunder. At 
11:30 p.m. the edge of the advanc- 
ing storm passed in front of the 
moon. By 12:30 a.m. Thursday the 
moon was once more shining from 
a clear, star-studded sky, while the 
storm continued to roll on its way 
southeastwards. 


SMALL DAMAGE 


Although the lightning was so 
intense and close that it seemed 


‘impossible that it could pass with-| 
|} out causing great material damage, 


little damaged was done either by 
the lightning or by the torrential 
tain which accompanied the storm 

One blast of ligthning at 11.40 
p.m. struck a street car on 118 ave- 
nue and 80 street and put it out of 
service although damage to the 
car was not extensive. The car 

was taken off the line but was 
close to the barns. There is no 
danger to passengers in an elec- 

trical storm as street cars are 
thoroughly grounded. 

The same lightning bolt struck 
the north end power sub-station at 
80 street and 118 avenue, 
out the power in the north end of the 
city for 20 minutes and stopping all 
north end street cars for that time. 

The city drainage department re- 
ported only minor trouble. 


ELECTRIC LIGHTS 


Greatest sufferers from the storm)
